CONCERNING MODERNIZATION OF ELECTION PROCEDURES FOR THE URBAN 
DRAINAGE AND FLOOD CONTROL DISTRICT TO CONFORM WITH THE 
CURRENT REQUIREMENTS OF STATE LAW. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Colorado: 

SECTION 1. In Colorado Revised Statutes, 32-11-104, amend the 
introductory portion, (45), and (54)(a); and add (20.3) and (20.5) as 
follows: 

32-11-104. Definitions. As used in this alt1cic ARTICLE 11, unless 
the context otherwise requires: 

(20.3) "ELECTION" OR "SPECIAL ELECTION" MEANS ANY ELECTION 
CALLED BY THE BOARD:
